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Remarks 

As an initial item, the Examiner is requested to acknowledge for the instant application 
the foreign priority claims to PCT/GB(X)yO2302 and GB0030304 made in the parent application. 

The specification is amended to reflect the grant of the parent application. 

Claims 36-46 are pending and subject to a requirement for election of a single disclosed 
species for prosecution on the merits. As a basis for beginning examination, Applicants elect 
l-(indole-6-carbonyl-D-phenylglycinyl)^-(l-methylpiperidin-4-yl)piperazine (or a physio- 
logically-tolerable salt therof), which is the fourth species in the dependent process claim, 
Claim 37, and which is exemplified at Example 48. Thus, Claims 36 and 37 encompass a 
process for preparation of the elected species; and Claims 38 and 39 encompass one particular 
intermediate useful for preparation of the species using process (a) of Claims 36 and 37. The 
intermediate useful for preparation of the elected species, l-(D-phenylglycinyl)-4-(l-methyl- 
piperidin-4-yl)piperazine, is disclosed in salt form in the description at page 138, line 12, and at 
page 139, line 20. 

The restriction requirement of the parent case has been reviewed. In the absence of a 
Clear restriction requirement in the instant application, applicants do not wish to delete subject 
matter from the claims. However, it is noted that the species elected as a basis for examination 
of the instant claims corresponds to Group VHI, addressed to Cy = phenyl (non-heterocyclic 
ring) of that application.
